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I think the French moment is about the Communist Idea - that the ontic realization 
of an economy is not deprived as Sirohi, Jameson and even Slavoj Zizek argue, for 
their ontological fancy, but that the ontico-ontological in the post-Heidegerrean 
sense of an ontological inquiry is better - that we meta-structure the ontic into the 
ontological - not the simple profitable accounting, but its opposite - a perspective 
which totalizes - in fact which claims not a loss, but a just profit which is only a 
profit or minimal surplus value is enough for our organisation of temporality and 
spatial architecture. 


To Badiou, I say, as Louis Althusser coming in - Imagine Sirohi as the same - he 
claims no fancy words though, ontic, ontological or even post-Heideggerean, all this 
jargon means trust the principle of the matter - a fine store is a fine store, a poor 
one a poor one, and ethics is ethics and profit is capitalism. 


I. Althusser and his Style of Philosophy 


Althusser commences with a dialectical materialism to supplement historical and 
economic materialism, which then becomes a philosophy of a science, which is then 
the parentheses (philosophy) which develops into a theoretical conjuncture, and 
delimits concepts into either materialist or idealist, which then becomes a 
nominalism of the nominal singular case. 


Take its example - creative economics, not the generals of notions, economic profit 
or even accounting in Sirohi, just its nominal singular case - a shop, or an 
apartment becoming ontic and reified into in fact the non-dialectical absolute of its 
perception or immanence and artistic objectivity. 


II. Sirohi for Althusser over Keynes 
So Sirohi opts for Althusser over Keynes - 


“the world is still underdeveloped and poor, and why not make this how Europe 
underdeveloped Africa, or how Arab countires are peripheral, here I opt for the 
ontic economy.” 


This dialectical motor which develops then - 


“I believe the world is about world criticism, that in fact one can see the poor and 
the class as in fact poor, which then makes me argue that BBC world news develops 
this as India, or Iran, which then becomes the notion of use-value I may argue, 
which then articulates a use-value notion of exchange-value, which fits when it is 
use-value, I also mean that is the true form of exchange - not then as I further 
confirm - the left is a contour for all the people’s movements and proletarian 
movements, and the right which I do not follow much, is the Vox type of or Marine 
Le Pen National Rally type of contour for the other poor and petit-bourgeois poor, 
which then means in fact it is a battle against left and right, which is won by the left 


of course, because we manage economics and the state - as a joke I imagine that 
the right wins and as a jurist type of joke has to follow models like economics, 
development indices and even poverty and ethics - the state I should say is ethical 
by nature, so is capitalism and the problem of profits and capitalist dynamics and 
such ideas which I then say is what they have to do. I argue now that BBC style 
criticism then can apply to everything more than creative economics, that we cover 
Iran as first the revolutions and the Islamic society with a university life, and I add 
cinema from Abbas Kiarostami - this I nowadays call my plan for Iran.” 


Like this Sirohi is meticulous in his critique of Althusser - that in fact a more 
dialectical unity of nominal case and universal notion is in fact a world criticism 
applied to his own love for cases - that even Soviet Union is a blander example of 
ethics than the love for Trotsky’s praxis marches.
